My  dear  Falconer: 

I  duly  received  your  letter  of  the  10th  inst.  asking  about 
Lodge’s  work  while  here. 

I  find  it  rather  difficult  to  give  a  clear  and  fair  estimate 
of  Lodge,  because  the  amount  of  time  he  v/as  here  did  not  enable  him 
to  get  properly  set.  Of  course  the  very  fact  that  he  did  not  get 
properly  set  in  the  course  of  three  months  is  to  a  certain  extent  a 
statement  having  an  important  bearing  on  the  luestion  you  ask  me. 

I  think  that  the  main  thing  to  be  stated  against  him,  to  start  with 
that,  is  his  lack  of  experience.  He  had  done  a  little  Assistant’s 
work  at  Manchester  earlier  in  his  career,  but  it  v/as  under  such 
very  different  conditions  that  it  was  not  of  much  service  to  him  at 
Dalhousie.  He  h?s  a  certain  type  of  lack-a-daisical  air  which 

you  may  have  observed  in  a  certain  lot  of  English  students,  v/hich  com¬ 
bined  with  a  rather  small,  insignificant  physique  gave  him  a  handi¬ 
cap  to  overcome.  This  lack  of  personality  and  inqjressive  exterior 

added  to  his  inexperience  meant  that  he  had  to  have  time  to  off-set 
these  things  and  really  get  into  his  stride.  Vdiat  I  would  say

about  him  from  this  side  then  is  that  he  made  no  strong  impression  on  the 
students,  and  therefore  stirred  up  little  enthusiasm  for  his  subject. 
(Stev;art  arrived  just  after  Christmas,  on  the  other  hand,  and  had  his  \7hole 
department  right  with  him  and  enthusiastic  before  a  week  was  over)^  Lodge, 
however,  is  a  very  bri^t  and  interesting  and  clever  fellow,  with  a  fine 
vein  of  humor  characterized  by  a  li^t  touch,  and  I  feel  sure  within  my¬ 
self  that  given  time  he  would  become  a  very  valuable  man  to  any  staff. 

He  has  the  native  ability  to  bring  him  through  and  it  would  be  a  question 
of  how  much  time  it  would  take  to  knock  off  the  angularities  that  he  has 
acquired.  I  do  not  for  a  moment  v/ish  to  leave  the  impression  with 
you  that  he  was  unpopular  or  ineffective.  From  the  class  standpoint 
his  qualities  were  rather  negative  -  for  instance  -  he  had  not  learned 
to  use  his  voice  so  th^'t  everyone  thoroughly  understood  and  distinctly 
heard  him.  He  was  apt  to  tell  his  jokes  to  himself,  and  the  class 
knew  it  was  a  joke  by  the  amused  expression  of  his  face,  for  they  hadn’t 
heard  his  aside  or  the  necessary  point  of  his  joke.  Such  small  things 
as  these  a  man  soon  gets  over.  After  all  he  was  gradually  learning  what 
the  Canadian  college  boy  v/ould  like  and  what  he  requires,  and  how  to 
get  him  and  keep  him  alive.  I  thinlc  he  v/ould  do  well  at  Princeton, 

and  I  am  sure  if  he  v/ere  under  one  of  their  men  for  a  v/hile  to  coach 
him  he  would  soon  become  a  valuable  member  of  their  staff. 

I  hope  this  will  be  of  some  use  to  you  in  forming  a  jud|9r.ent.  .
